OHIO’S highway patrol will be Increased from 200 
men to 300 by a law which lately has become 
effective. The act expresses in a concrete way the 
confidence which the highway patrol has earned 
ainee Its establishment a few years ago. 
As highway traffic becomes heavier year by year 
end the accident toll continues to pile up a terrify­ 
ing figure of dead and injured the need for an ade­ 
quate state police system becomes more apparent. 
The patrol has proved its worth in many ways but 
It wee spread out too thinly over the state’s 19,000- 
mile road system. 
The prosecution of rloiators is only a m inor part 
of the patrolm an’s duty. His main Job and the one 
which makes the maintenance of the system worth­ 
while is the effect th at these officers have in in­ 
fluencing motorists to drive sanely. 
Nothing has such a sobering effect on a driver 
as to see a state patrolman riding his motorcycle 
or his plainly marked automobile on the road ahead. 
The most reckless autoist becomes a sensible driver 
^vhen he knows the patrol is on duty nearby. 
The men of the force have won fine reputations 
for efficiency, courtesy and general fitness for the 
Job. One reason is the care with which they are 
selected. Col. Lynn Black, heading the organization, 
predicts that the full Increase cannot be made at 
this time because, he says, no more than 60 men 
are now ready to pass the rigorous mental, moral 
and physical tests.

the full force of the Nazi war machine. If Germany 
is compelled to flgbt in two o r more places a t the 
same time, then the whole scheme is broken up. 
W hen Russia was invaded large unite of the 
German army were withdrawn from other region! 
and the mein strength of the air force was put 
into the fight beyond the Russian frontier. T hat Ie 
the reaaon why the R. A. F. raids over Germany 
territory have been so succeaaful and lo oompara- 
tivcly cheap. 
Now, unless ell the experts are wrong, England 
Is about to open another active m ilitary front 
somewhere along the Mediterranean. Moat of the 
German troops have been withdrawn from North 
Africa, leaving only the Italians whom the British

Concentration of troops and other power indicate 
that Britain Is getting poised for another swift 
stroke while Hitler is engaged In Rustle.

This is exactly the same as a third fighting front 
for it means that a tremendous force of soldiers 
must he immobilized and H itler’s reserve# In men 
and material needed for battle must be retained for 
guard duty in the midst of * subject but hostile 
people. 
As long as the men of Poland and Norway and 
Greece and Yugoslavia and the other captive na­ 
tions refuse to accept Hitler as more than conqueror 
they are fighting for democracy and maintaining 
the third front which the Germans dread.

Nobody 
argues that silk stockings are more 
necessary than parachutes or gun­ 
powder bags. So there are 
not 
many silk stockings in sight. 
But there are just as many ladies 
with ju st ae many legs as ever. 
What la more, these ladies have 
money to buy silk stockings. So 
there is a wild rush to th e,depart­ 
ment stores to buy the remaining 
silk stockings. 
Now what is the administration 
program for dealing with the situa­ 
tion? If you turn to Mr. Hender­ 
son, you find that he is going to 
put a ceiling on the price of stock­ 
ings, if not by decree then at least 
by exhortation and threat—which 
means he is going to insist that a 
pair of silk stockings may not be 
sold for more than, say 91-35. 
Now what happens when a store 
has only a few pairs of stockings 
which it can sell only a t Mr. Hen­ 
derson’s fixed price? There hap­ 
pens w hat we have Just seen: The 
ladles rush the counters in an un­ 
lady-like impulse to get there be­ 
fore the other ladles buy up all 
the atockings. 


THIS la exhibit A. When the sup­ 
ply ie short, the demand is 
great, and the price is fixed, the 
people must stand in line and only 
those who come first get served 
a t all. Obviously this Is not a fair 
or an efficient way of meeting the 
problem. In tact, though It may 
be funny when confined to stock­ 
ings, It would be an intolerable 
annoyance, and woald lead to seri­ 
ous disorder, lf that were the way 
people had to get the necessities 
of life. 
So we may take it as proved that 
where there is a real shortage, and 
not merely speculative hoarding, a 
price celling alone will, if it holds 
the prlca, merely mean that there 
will be milling crowds of baffled 
and 
angry 
people 
around 
the 
ahops, and in the back alleys there 
will appear out of the underworld 
new rings of bootleggers. 
In a vague fashion the adminis­ 
tration realizes that price ceilings

enough on all incomes to prevent 
people from buying metal and me 
chanical conveniences and luxuries 
and to prevent corporations from 
expanding plants that do not serve 
defense, much will have been ac 
complished. 
But as a m atter of fact neither 
the present tax bill, nor any tax 
bill we can imagine, really will 
bring the purchasing power of the 
American people Into balance with 
the shortages, like that of silk 
stockings, which are certain to de­ 
velop. 
NO president will propose, and 
no congress will vote, a tax 
bill 
which 
would, 
for 
example 
make It impossible for women to 
have enough money to buy silk 
-stockings. So it is impossible to 
prevent inflation by price ceilings 
plus taxes because the taxes can 
not begin to be heavy enough. 
If they did begin to be heavy 
enough to reduce the popular de­ 
mand for goods, there certainly 
would he an Immediate demand 
for higher wages and higher farm 
prices and higher profits to pay 
the taxes. 
W hen congress has passed the 
tax bill and when Mr. Henderson’s 
price ceilings are set up, there still 
will be a demand for many things 
which is far in excess of the sup­ 
ply. If Mr. Henderson will not let 
the price go up, then he will have 
milling crowds and bootleggers. 
And if he does let the price go 
up, there will be an o u ter/ about 
the high cost of living on the one 
hand and on the other hand there 
will be efforts to Increase the pro­ 
duction bf goods which as a m at­ 
ter of fact cannot and ought not 
to be produced in war-time. 
The fact of the m atter is, as the 
experience 
of 
other 
countries 
shows, th at taxes and price-fixing 
will not work under war condt 
lions unless they are accompanied 
by 
rationing. 
We ought not to 
flinch from the word or reject the 
idea on the ground that this is 
regimentation. 
In war-time it is safer to be regi­ 
mented than to be confused and 
at loose ends, and It is infinitely 
more im portant to make sure that 
we do not have Inflation than It 
is to pretend that we are etui 
operating a free economy. 
Preventing inflation means as­ 
suring to the people the neces­ 
sities pf life at the price they are 
used to paying and without favor­ 
itism. W’hen there is a real, not 
merely a speculative, shortage of 
an im portant commodity, this can 
be done only by controlling the 
whole supply and then rationing 
It.

That is Thyssen’s own explana­ 
tion, his answer to the long-stand­ 
ing enigma of his paradoxical ca 
reer which has been one of the 
war’s greatest mysteries. 
Thyssen 
supported 
the 
Nazi 
movement from 
i t s . early 
days, 
broke from H itler when the war 
started and since has disappeared. 
First he 
fled 
to 
Switzerland. 
Then the Nazis seized hie prop­ 
erty. On the French Riviera when 
the Germans Invaded, he vanished 
and no word has been heard from 
him since. 
His exxplanatlon of his strange 
conduct, bls reflections and hit 
regrets, are set forth in memoirs 
obtained from him on the Riviera 
by Emery Raves, French 
news­ 
paper 
syndicate 
operator. 
They 
are being published by Liberty 
magazine. 
In the chaotic days of strikes 
and Communist troubles In Ger­ 
many Just after the war, Thyssen 
and his father, founder of the 
Thyssen business, were arrested 
twice by insurgent forces. 
It was then that I realized the 
necessity—if Germany was not to 
sink into anarchy—of fighting all 
this 
radical 
agitation,” 
Thyssen 
says. 
The memory of those days did 
much to dispose me, later on, to 
offer my help to National Social­ 
ism, which I believed to be capa­ 
ble of solving In a new manner the 
pressing industrial and social prob­ 
lems.’'

But other counsels on the Re­ 
publican side prevailed There was 
another huddle at the Republican 
committee table, and then Short 
announced the withdrawal of his 
demand for a roll call vote.

"The bill Is passed,” and with a 
slow, drawling inflection he added: 
“And a motion to reconsider is 
ordered to lie on the table.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. IS—President Roosevelt’s order to control 
installment credit embraces many items the American public has 
grown accustomed to buy on time.

A.—All use of credit to finance 
the purchase of consumers’ dur­ 
able goods. 
Q.—How about cash buying? 
A.—The order does not inter­ 
fere wtth cash buying at all.

A.—The order covers any kind 
of consumer credit, but Chairman 
M. S. Eccles of the Federal Re­ 
serve board, which will adminis­ 
ter the law, has said that at first 
regulations will apply only to in­ 
stallment credit 
and 
not open 
charge accounts. 
Q.—What are consumers’ dur­ 
able goods? 
A.—Eccles said a list will - be 
issued soon. It will Include auto­ 
mobiles, washing machines, refrig­ 
erators, ironers, vacuum cleaners 
and other articles 
as 
yet un­ 
named. 
Q.—Does It cover pianos and 
such things? 
A.—At 
first, 
the 
regulations 
probably will exempt such things 
as pianos and other goods which 
do not use up a lot of steel and 
other vital defense materials. 
Farm Implements Exempted 
Q —Can a farmer buy a new 
tractor on Installments? 
A.—Yes, Eccles said farm Im ­ 
plements - and 
other 
productive 
tools will be exempted, at least 
st first. 
Q.—W ill the order Interfere with 
financing a new house? 
A.—No. Financing of new houses 
waa exempted, but financing of re­ 
modeling or Improvements on an 
old house are affected. 
Q —Can I go to the bank and 
borrow a couple of hundred of dol­ 
lars for general purposes, as I used 
to?

A.—Eccles said that small cash 
loans are related so closely to con­ 
sumer purchases that some regula­ 
tion of such loans will be attempt- 
ed.

Q.—Just how will the order in­ 
terfere with my purchase of a new 
automobile, for Instance 
A —The Federal Reserve board 
probably will make it tougher to 
finance a new car. by requiring 
large down payments, large month 
ly payments and a shorter time to 
repay. This also will be the method 
of control for other Items. 
Q.—What Is the purpose of thin 
order? 
A.—To discourage buying of arti­ 
cles which use up materials need­ 
ed for defense, to prevent infla­ 
tion by forcing people to stay with­ 
in their means and also to post­ 
pone many consumer purchases 
until after the emergency so that 
factories now busy with defense 
orders will have something else to 
sell when the emergency is over. 
Applies To All Stores 
Q.—Would the order prevent me 
from lending some money to'm y 


next door neighbor to be repaid 
on easy terms? 
A.— No, unless you are in the 
business of lending money. 
Q.—Does the order apply to de­ 
partment stores, for instance? 
A.— Yes. It applies to any kind 
of store, bank, finance company or 
individual *who is regularly in the 
business of lending money or ex­ 
tending credit. 
Q.— Suppose a store refuses to 
obey the order. Can it be punished? 
A.— Yes. Mr. Roosevelt issued his 
order under a World war law which 
provides maximum criminal penal­ 
ties of IO years in prison and a 
fine of $10,000 for violations. 
Q.— Can I go out tomorrow and 
buy a washing machine on easy 
terms? 
A.— Yes, you can buy anything 
you want on any terms you can 
get for possibly several days. The 
order will not be effective until 
specific regulations are issued by 
the Federal Reserve board and the 
board probably will allow a few 
days after that before enforcing 
them.

to treat heart disease. 
Treatment Given A Trial 
A fresh Idea about the treat­ 
m ent of infantile paralysis comes 
from an Australian nurse, Elisa­ 
beth Kenny. She has been allowed 
to carry out her treatm ent at the 
Minneapolis General and Univer­ 
sity hospital under the supervision 
of competent physicians. 
Twenty received the Kenny treat­ 
m ent within two weeks after the 
oneet of the disease. Eleven have 
already been discharged completely 
cared. 
The average hospital stay 
of these patients was 36 days. One 
patient has not responded fully.
